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Forward 

The  major  social,  economic  and  political  changes  of  the 
past  two  decades  have  had  a  dramatic  impact  on  the  tradi- 
tional homemaker.  Today,  women  in  their  middle  and  later 
years  must  make  decisions  about  their  lifestyle.  If  a  woman 
serves  in  this  traditional  role,  will  she  be  prepared  for  possi- 
ble change?  Would  she  be  able  to  cope  with  the  loss  of  her 
spouse? 

How  does  a  woman  handle  the  uncertainty  which  comes 
when  her  primary  source  of  income  is  removed?  For  many 
women,  this  economic  loss  is  as  devastating  as  the  initial 
psychological  and  social  traumas  which  occur  with  the  loss  of 
her  spouse.  This  can  be  a  very  painful  transition  period. 

The  displaced  homemaker,  without  marketable  skills,  a 
good  work  record  and/or  educational  training,  may  find  it  dif- 
ficult to  compete  in  the  workplace.  Isolated,  she  may  have  to 
make  many  decisions  about  her  life  that  were  previously 
made  for  her  or  with  the  advice  of  someone  else.  To  seek 
earnings,  to  learn  skills  and  to  form  new  associations  is  dif- 
ficult, but  not  impossible. 

The  displaced  homemaker  must  assess  her  abilities  and 
develop  her  confidence.  To  achieve  this  goal,  she  often  is  in 
need  of  counseling,  support  groups,  educational  programs 
and  perhaps  legal  services. 

To  be  of  assistance  to  women  across  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Commission  Office  has  established  an  Information  and 
Referral  System.  As  part  of  this  effort,  the  Commission  Office 
has  prepared  this  booklet  to  meet  some  of  the  needs  of 
displaced  homemakers. 

This  directory  has  been  designed  to  provide  a  description 
of  programs,  names  and  telephone  numbers  of  individuals 
who  are  either  specialists  or  informed  sources  for  displaced 
homemakers.  In  utilizing  this  directory,  it  should  be  noted  that 
individuals  at  the  community  level  may  have  information  more 
tailored  to  the  needs  of  the  displaced  homemaker,  whereas 
individuals  at  the  State  and  the  Federal  levels  may  be  better 
qualified  to  answer  questions  of  a  more  general  nature.
